| @ fence, will yive a plentiful supply, 
and can be easily cultivaved, but such a 
fence will not turn stock. 

WueEw planting corn bear in mind 
that the variety known to be well 
adapted to your soi] and climate is bet- 
ver than any new variety until you give 
the new variety s.tria] on a smal) plat. 

A SPIRITED horse may soon be made 
slow and spiritiess by constant nagging, 
twitching the lines, peevish urging and 
many other wearing processes that fret- 
ful drivers invent and practice. 


Tue value of the corn crop does not 
depend upon itsgraip only. The leaves 
and stalks are valuable, and no portion 
of the crop need be lost. As a fodder- 
producing plant corn bas no equal. 

OnE element only may be required to 
form a complete fertilizer in the soil. 
The soil may contain all that it re- 
quires with the exception of some sub- 
stance that may be supplied at a smal! 
cost, and which may enable it to pro- 
duce large crops. 

Mvcnu is gained by planting beet-seed 
very early. It is a crop that requires 

-plenty of time to become well estab- 
lished before warm weather and drouth 
come. Though requiring attention at 
first, the beet crop is easily cultivated 
after it gets well under way. 

Ear_y varieties will not produce 
early crops unless the ground is rich. 
Every thing that can be done to force 
the growth should be considered, and, 
as soon as the early crops are harvested, 
the ground should be spaded and some- 
thing else planted for a later supply. 

NEVER grow trees of different kinds 
together until satisfied that one does 
notinjure tho other, as is frequently 
the case when plums are grown near 
peaches, thus ftnducing the curculio to 
sometimes attack the latter. A single 
wild cherry tree near an apple tree will 
provide a harboring place for caterpil- 
lars, which finally injure the apple 
orchard, | 

WHEN trees are pruned in winter a 
considerable time must elapse before 
the wounds made begin to heal over. 
During this time the combined action 
of the frost and sun are injurious to the 
newly-cut and exposed wood and bark, 
and it will take a longer time to heal 
over than if the wound was made at the 
time when the tree was beginning to 
make new growth. 

AX excellent mode of growing early 
tomatoes, egg-plants, etc., is to scoop 
out @ potato or turnip and fill the hol- 
low with rich earth. Have only one 
plant to each potato. When the plant 
is of the desired size, plant the potato 
(earth and young plant), and no check 
will be given the growth, as the decay 
of the potato will assist in providing 
food for the plant. Where turnips can 
be had, they should be preferred to 
potatoes. Egg-shells have also been 
used for the same purpose with success

THe Watkin tower, which will be 
erected in London and overtop the Eiffel 
tower by 335 feet, is to nave six legs in- 
svead of four.
